How to Select Best Seed Corn

By PROP. R. A. MOORE : Wisconsin College of Agriculture
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Good and Bad Types of Kernels. The
Proper Types to Choose. Each of

Four Kerneis at the Left Are of the
the Others Is Faulty and an Ear

Containing Such Kernels Should Not Be Chosen for Seed.

The first point in judging seed corn |
Is to determine its trueness to the type
or breed characteristics. There are
breeds of corn, like breeds of cattle,
which have peculiar colors or forms
which distinguish them; as for in-
stance, the SBilver King is a white va-
riety and the Golden Glow a yellow
varlety, It is difficult to distinguish
between breeds of the same color,
but this muy be learned by experience
in handling corn of different breeds.
In pure corn of any breed there are
certain marks which can be easily
recognized.

The ideal ear is eylindrical, conform-
ing to the standard for the variety and
not crooked or too lapering.

It is as difficult to find an ear of
corn perfect in shape as it is to find
cows, horges and sheep with perfect
formse. The shape of ears of the dif-
ferent warlieties of ecorn  differ as
widely as the shape and form of the
different pure breeds of cattle. Each
clags and variety has a characteristic
shupe pecnliar to itsell. For example,
Sllver Klug corn has an ear of me-
dium lengih, large in elrcumference,
while the Golden Glow has an ear con-
siderably shorter and finer in cob and
general conformuation.

The most desirably shaped ear 1s
cylindrical from butt to tip. Where
ears are inclined to taper, it will be
noticed that two or four rows, as a
rule, are dropped near the middle of
the ear. In scoring com, take loto
conslderation the soil and climatie con-
ditions In which the com Is grown.
The shape of a desiruble ear for cen- |
tral Mlinois would differ in many re- |
gpects from the sbhape most desirable
for Wiaconsin, The shorter growing

lower kernel nnd a smaller ear to en-
able the corn to mature in a short
SEAs0N.

The color of the graln should be uni-
form aud true to the color standard
for the variety, free from missing or
discolored kernels

The color of the cob should be a
bright cherry red for yellow corn and
pure white for white corn

The color of the corn varies with
the breed. The SBilver King corn has
a cream color, while the Hoone Coun-
ty White has a pearly white color.
Where these shades predominate they
become characteristic of the breeds.
Yellow breeds vary slightly in color
from a pale yellow to a deep orange,
and can only be known by a thorough |
asequaintance. '

A bright cherry red ocob denotes
heslth and vigor in corn and a pale or
dark red cob denotes lack of constity- |
tion or vitality. The white corn cobs
should be a glistening white and not &
dead pale color,

Bome farmers prefer to grow corn of
certain colors. From tests made by
breeders of corn, and by experiment
gtations, it has been found that in
general, color makes no difference so
far as feeding value I8 concerned, and
it {8 merely a matier of choice of the
grower as to the color of corn he de-
sires.

Market condition means general ex-
cellence and the degree of ripeness or
waturity. Corn that shows a tendency
to be loose on the cob with wide
spaces between the kernels should be
scored off severely under market con-
ditlon,

When corn is scored from the feed-
er's standpoint it is not cut 80 severe-
ly s from the grower's or seedsman's
standpoint. When we consider that a
bushel of corn plants about six acres
and realize the importance to be at-
tnched to uniformity of stand we see
the value of considering the market
condition from the grower's standpoint
in & critical way.

Corn will gradually become accus-
tomed to its surrcundings and will ad-
just itself to varying conditions of soll
and climate. By selecting those ears
for seed that show good market con-
dition, even if there be but a few in
the entire field, the earliness of the
corn can be improved materially.

The kernels should extend over the
tip of the ear in regular rows, and be
uniform in size and shape. They should
exténd over the butt of the ear In reg-
ular rows and be well developed aud
uniform.

A perfect tip has » central kernel
called the cap, which is completely
surrounded with uniform kernels. A
perfect tip is rarely found, but those
which come nearest to the ideal should
be chosen, provided It is not at the ex-
pease of other more Important factors, ‘
b b i i e

~ - -

The tip kernele are likely to be flinty
and of a pop corn shape, which is an-
desirable in dent corn. If bare Ups
are noticeable to quite an eéxtens
throughout the field, it may be due to
the fact that the sllks representing
the tip kernelg which were formed last
were (0o late to recelve the polien to
fertilize them. 17 ears having delee-
tive tips are used for seed, their un-
desirable characters will soon becoms
permanent. Open tips usually accom-
pany shallow and irregular kernels on
thie ear which makes the kernels on
that part of the ear undesirable for
planting, ou account of lack of umi
formity. -
In judging the character of the butt

‘of an ear of corn, the way in which

the rows come over towards the shank
isgimportant. If the corn comes n
too eclose, the ears may drop off the
stalk during the ripening and pot fal-
Iy mature. All ears which have butts
fmproperly filled should he rejected
Corn breeders in desiring to get a
large proportion of corn to the cob,
often choose ears with too small an al-
tachment for the shank. The butt and
the tip kernels are rejected for plamt-
ing, becuuse they are more lHkely to
be mixed with other varieties and
owing to their pecoliar formation, they
ure @ot uniform, and interfere in the
planting. They also seem weaker in
germination apd are more tardy in

growth thun kerpels from the middle
parts of the ear.

Kernels should be of perfect wedge
shape, nurrower or wider at the point,
according to the variety characteris-
tics.

They should be uniform in shape,
size and color and true to the type or
variely. The crown or big end of the
kernel should be such that the edges
of the kernels slope from tip o crown.
The tip of the kernel, which Is the
part attached to the cob and contains
the germ is rich in protein and ol
and of the highest feeding value, For
this reason a plump tip usually {ndi-
caies vitality,

The kernels on the cob may be Ir
regular, belng deeper at the butt tham
at the tip. This makes the kernels
nop-uniform in size and renders the
corn almost wholly unfit for seed. No
machine will plant kernels of this type
#0 as Lo gel & uniform stand.

Kernels with weak or shriveled tips
ghould be discarded, no matter how
well the outside of the ear may look
At least 85 per cent, of the oll in the
kernel is in the germ, hence corm
with well formed germs is desirable.
Tests by the Illinois experiment sta
tion show that the oll in corn may
vary from 2% to 7% per cent. and
protein rom 6% to 16 per cent, It
seed corn contains & large amount of
proteln and oil the crop grown from
this seed will be high in these desir
able features.
